The Queajtloii of Reconitraction. 


The following extract is from an able »r- 


:icle in the Missouri Democrat of August 
20: 


" Iu the settlement of this question, the 


irat and chief consideration—the mostdif- 
Icult for amicable solution—ia, what course 
shall be pursued with regard to slavery. 
And to this point it is all important that 
we should have a correct understanding of 
ha status which that institution will hold 
vhen the Union is actually reinstated.— 
The radicals wish to make the destruction 
of slavery in the rebel atates a condition of 
their return to the Union,' say the conserv- 
atives. This is not so, for the best of all 
reasons, viz.: that slavery does not now 
exist in the rebel states. On the 1st of 
January, 18G3, slavery in every one of the 
states, and parts of states, then iu rebellion 
against tho federal government, died. The 
proclamation of President Lincoln, tho 
:ommander-iu-chief of the army and nary 
of the United States, was its death warrant, 
(t perished at the bands of tho war power. 
Legally it can have no existence in those 
states, aa members of the Federal Union, 
until re-established. Tho question then ia 
lot whether in the revolting states, upon 
their resumption of power as members of 
the Union, with the consent of thu loyal 
members, slavery shall be destroyed.— 
It is whether it shall be established—the 
same as upon soil which had been previous- 
y free. The question is not whether four 
millions of slaves shall be made freemen, 
jut whether four millioua of freemen shall 
>e made slaves. The states in question, 
n legal contemplation, are now free from 
slavery—shall they remain BO, or shall they 
)y OK?' action (for as we have shown, the 
oyal states must settle the question), be 
surrendered to slavery? tihall the procla- 
mation—which is the nation's pledge, 
through its proper representative, to four 
millioiiii of men and women—four millions 
of men aud vromen who have been loyal in 
the midst of treason—be carried out in 
good faith or be repudiated? Such are the 


lj golemn questions which will be pre- 


sented to the American people, and which 
;hey must decide as soon aa the rebellion 
8 over. In all human probability they will 


called upon to decide in the next presi- 


dential election. 


Upon the issue we have presented we de- 


sire to be understood as holding no equiv- 
ocal position. 
We are for freedom. Wo 


are so for many reasons. Our hostility to 
slavery—a hostility which after the events 
of the last thirty months, needs no expla- 
nation, ia one reason. Our regard for the 
'aitb of tne nation, which stands pledged 
to the freedmen of the rebel states by the 
moat solemn of compacts, and under which 
at Port Hudson, at Fort Wagner, at Milli- 
on's Bend, and elsewhere, the men of col- 
or have furnished the consideration in their 
ilood poured out as the price of liberty, is 
another reason. Another reason, and one 
of no light weight in our estimation, is our 
desire to see peace restored with tho Union, 
i'hia will never be, if slavery it) recognized 
as an existing institution in the returning 
states. At once, in that case, will arise a 
thousand embarrassing questions, which 
will render the establishment of order uu 
impossibility. Hundreds of thousands of 
negroes, who will in that case be recognized 
•a slaves, all having legal masters, will be 
bund living and noting aa free men and 
women, borne of them will wear the uni- 
form of federal soldiers, aud bear the scars 
of battles they bad fought for the Union 
which would consign them to bondage. 
An indiscriminate slave bunt would follow, 
leading to many scenes of violence and 
confusion, surpassing anything Pandemo- 
nium evsr saw. Peace in the Union, we 
are persuaded, is attainable only upon a 
basil of unconditional freedom," 


H. I*. Palmer amd the War,

" In the settlement of this question, the 


first and chief consideration—the mpst'dif- 
ficult for amicable solution—is, what.course 
shall be pursued with regard to slavery. 
And to this point it is all important that 
we should have a correct understandiHg of. 
the status which that institution will hold 
when the Union is actually reinstated.— 
''The radicals wisn to make the destruction 
of slavery in the rebel states a condition of 
their return to'the Union,' say the 'conserv- 
atives. 'This is not so, for the best of all 
reasons, viz.: that "slavery' does' not now 
exist in the rebel states. .On the 1st of 
•January, 1863, slavery in every one of the 
states, and parts of states, then in rebellion 
against the federal gpv'ernmen^ died. 
The 


proclamation of PresiHont' Lincoln, the 
Commander-in-chief'of the.army aad -navy 
of the United1 States, was its death warrant. 
It'perished at the hands' of the war power, 
legally it can have no .'existence in those 
states, as members of the Federal Union, 
until re-established. The question then is 
not whether in the 'revolting -states, upon 
their resumption of power as members.of 
the Union, with the consent of the loyal 
members,-: slavery.: shall be ..destroyed.— 
It is whether it shall-; be: established—'-ihe 
same arupon soil which had been previous- 
ly free. Tim-question.is not whether four 
.millions of slaves shall be made- freemen, 
bat whether four millions of freomen shall
